and correct account of all logs, lumber or timber sur-
veyed or measured by him or them during the month 
next preceding, and immediately to enter such account 
upon the books of his office."

SECTION 8. Section twelve of said chapter 167 isrojgja..fili 
hereby amended, by adding next after the word " dis- Das;  
trict," where it last occurs in said section, the following 
words, to wit : "And the filing and recording of all such 
instruments and papers, shall have the same force and 
effect as the recording of deeds and mortgages in the 
office of register of deeds." 

SECTION 4. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage and publication.
